H e has won and lost more te rri­ 
tory than any other nation. 
T here w as a tim e w hen the sultan 
w as the bugbear of th e world. 
Even 
little children in E ngland shook in 
their shoes w hen they heard his nam e 
m entioned, and those people who lived 
anyw here near him dared not cai! their 
lives th eir own. 
B ut a t last the tide turned 
The 
T urk began to lose, and one great m is 
fortune follow ed another. 
Spain w as the first big bit of the 
T urkish em pire to break free. 
The 
Moors, w ho w ere subject and paid 
trib u te to the su ltan , w ere driven from 
province a fte r province until a t length 
they w ere cooped up in the solitary 
kingdom of G ranada. 
T he last M oorish king to relgu In 
Spain w as Boabdil-el-Chaco. or Boab- 
di! the U nlucky. 
In 1482 Ferdinand 
and Isabella, the king and queen of 
Aragon and Castile, declared w ar on 
him, and in 1492 he had to su rren d er 
everything. 
H ungary, w hich now form s half of 
the dual m onarchy of the E m peror 
F rancis Joseph, w as a province of the 
su ltan for 150 years. 
Then it w as torn 
from him by the sw ord. 
A fter th is cam e the tu rn of the 
cxars. 
T he R ussians, whom he once 
despised, have t*een th e T u rk ’s w orst 
enem ies. They have eith er robbed bim 
them selves or encouraged others to rob 
him. 
P eter th e G reat set the exam ple, but 
w as not, on the whole, very successful 
In his w ars ag ain st th e Moslems. 
At 
one tim e th e T u rk s could have cap­ 
tu red and m assacred P eter and his a r­ 
my. but w ere fru stra te d by the slave 
girl. C atherine, whom P eter had m ar­ 
ried. 
C atherine the G reat tore the C rim ea 
from th e unhappy T urk, together w ith 
thousands of sq u are m iles of territo ry 
along the shores of the Caspian. 
In 1821 th e G reeks, who had been 
slaves of tile su ltan s for m any cen tu ­ 
ries, rose In rebellion and drove the 
T u rk s out of th e country. 
B ut then 
the Greek leader* l>egan to quarrel 
am ong them selves, and civil w ar fob

to seize th e country once more. 
B u t th e m assacres and o th er horrors 
w hich follow ed aroused Europe.

1827 th e T u rk ish fleet w as destroyed 
a t N avarino.

In 1828 G reece w as acknow ledged as 
a free and independent kingdom , w ith 
a king of its own. 
F or nearly a century E gypt, w hich 
the T urk conquered In 641, hits been^ 
p art of th e su ltan ’s em pire In little" 
m ore th an nam e, and since 1882, w hen 
the English occupied P h a ra o h ’s coun­ 
try a fte r A rabi P aah a’s rebellion, the 
T urk has had practically nothing to do 
w ith E g y p t 
T he M oorish corsairs w ho had th eir 
lair in the p irate city of A lgiers ac­ 
know ledged the sultan as th eir suze­ 
rain, hut w ere defiantly Independent as 
regarded all the rest of th e w orld. 
T h eir sw ift calling dhow * preyed on 
the com m erce of all Europe, and from 
s ta rt to finish they seized m any thou 
sands 
of 
w hite captive*,

H ad the czar been left to him ­ 
self th e T urkish em pire would have

1 the T urk w as alm ost sw ep t o u t of E u ­ 
rope. 
Bosnia and H erzegovina w ere 
handed over to A ustria to keep in or­ 
der. 
R oum anla, Servia and M ontene­ 
gro w ere declared absolutely independ­ 
en t of him. B ulgaria w as created Into 
a principality, nom inally under the 
su ltan ’s suzerainty, but in reality free. 
And then A ustria annexed Bosnia and 
H erzegovina.—P earso n ’s W eekly.

acre after all expenses of every kind 
were paid. 
When the Irish potato 
crop was harvested it left the land 
in perfect condition, fertilizing and 
all. for sweet potatoes, ami on the 
same land made ISO bushels of Ant* 
sweet potatoes to the acre. 
He said 
he did not sell a potato for less than | 
75 cents per bushel, which made his 
sweet i>o ta foes bring him $112.50 per 
acre.

$132.50 i>er acre.
